memoria! to an event of outstanding importance 
in both Canadian and American history, has been 


erected on the wall of the Chateau Frontenac in 


Quebec. 

Although thousands of American tourists 
regularly invade the ancient city and throng the cor- 
ridors of the great hostelry, it is not often realized 
that their ancestors once attempted to gain admit- 
tance to the city with less success. Early in the 
War of Independence two forces of American soldiers 
were despatched against Canada, one under General 
Richard Montgomery up the Richelieu against Mont- 
real, and the other under Colonel Benedict Arnold 
through the wilds of Maine against Quebec. 
armies united their resources before the city of 
Quebec in mid-December, 1775, and commenced a 


many 


siege that lasted for 154 days throughout the ensu-| 


ing winter. Montgomery had carried all before him 
and captured the forts of St. Johns and Chambly, and 
occupied Montreal and Three Rivers, so Quebec re- 
mained the last stronghold of importance held by the 
British. Arnold had encountered great difficulty in| 
his march, and his expedition was depleted by about | 
a third of its members,

Carleton who had a garrison of about 1,500, about 
equal to the stra@ngth of the attackers, composed of a 
few regulars, including the Seventh Royal Fusiliers, 
the Royal Emigrants, a Corps of Seamen, and British 
and French-Canadian Militia. 

Early in the morning of December 81, 1775, the 
chief assault was delivered by the American troops, 
|bravely led by the commanders in person, Mont- 
gomery being killed at Pres-de-Ville, and Arnold 
wounded at Sault-au-Matelot at the other side of 
the town. The attack was unsuccessful, many pria- 
oners were captured by the defenders, and the siege 
\thereafter became little more than a blockade until 
relief arrived from Great Britain in May, 19776. 

The tablet in commemoration of the part taken by 
the Royal Fusiliers in the defence of the town

Wood, General Director and Director 
of the Chemical Section, who describ- 
ed the work of the Institute and 
some of the experiments which had 
been conducted with a view to find- 
ing standard maintenance rations for 
hogs, cattle, horses and poultry. 

Professor Sir R. H. Biffen, Direc- 
tor of the Plant Breeding Institute, 
then discussed the experiments which 
had led to the production of Yeoman 
Wheat, a wheat of high yield anu 
possessing some of the qualities ot 
the harder wheats of Canada. 

Visiting the Forestry Section, we 
saw specimens of our own Douglas 
Fir, Bird's-eye Maple, Canadian Pop- 
lar and one of the finest specimens 
of English oak panelling in the world. 

The calorimeter with a hog inside 
it, the chemistry room and the Low 
Temperature Station were examined. 
This last ~was full of interest to us. 
Here meat hanging experiments and 
‘tests for discovering the best meth- 
ods of carrying apples and rabbits in 
‘low temperatures were being con- 
ducted, These and the work of the 
Station were explained by Sir Wil- 
liam Hardy at a meeting in the Uni- 
versity Arms Hotel, after which un- 
dergraduates entertained us to a mu- 
sical programme, 

The itinerary for the following day 
provided for a visit to one of the 
most remarkable concerns in tn 
world, Chivers & Sons, Ltd., of His- 
ton. Fifty years ago Chivers were 
orchardists, selling fresh fruits on 
the London and Bradford markets, 
but a glut which forced them to sell 
to the jam manufacturers, changed 
their whole policy. They determined 
that they would themselves make 
jams. ‘They enlarged their orchards, 
, Insect pests led them to keep poultry. 
The failure of hens to keep down thu 
orchard pests induced them to «ada 
ducks, Then they went on to cattle, 
pigs, sheep and bees, Today Chivers 
farm 6,000 acres of land and raise 
annually 12,000 chicks, 6,000 duck 
and 2,000 pigs. Histon cattle have 
won four championships, one reserve, 
seven firsts and four second prizes 
at the last Royal Show of England, 
and five championships were includ- 
ed among the awards won by Chiy- 
ers at the 1925 and 1926 Royal 
Shows. They have been no less suc- 
cessful with their Yorkshires and 
Middle Whites in winning champion- 
ship awards. They also keep Sut- 
folk sheep and Percherons,

THE COUNCIL AT JERUSALEM 

Golden Text:—-If therefore the Son 
shall make you free, ye shall be free 
indeed.”——John 8.36. 

Lesson: Acts 15.1-35; Galatians 5. 
1-15. 

Devotional Reading: Psalm 133. 


Explanations and Comments 


Trouble-Makers From Jerusalem, 
verse 1. Jewish synagogues were, 
composed of Jews and proselytes, the 
latter being Gentiles who had receiv- 
ed the Jewish rite of circumcision. 
Other Gentiles who attended the 
synagogue services were called “God- 
fearing” or ‘‘devout,” but were not in 
“full fellowship” with the rest be- 
cause they had not been circumcised. 
We have seen how Paul and Barna- 
bas preached to the Gentiles and 


founded churches among them at 
Pisidian, Antioch, Lystra, Iconium| 
and Derbe on his first missionary | 


journey, and how he reported to the 
church at Antioch of Syria, the 
church which had sent them on their 
mission, that ‘God had opened a door 
of faith unto the Gentiles.” The! 
church at Antioch, itself composed 
largely of Gentiles, rejoiced over the 
good news, and did not realize the 
far-reaching effect of this new depar- | 
ture. When the report reached the 
church at Jerusalem, however, it was 
not so welcome. In fact, it aroused’ 
violent opposition, “Certain mem+ 
bers” of that church, upon their own! 
responsibility, went: from Jerusalem | 
to Antioch and declared there that} 
Gentiles must first become Jewish 
proselytes before they could become) 
Christians—must be “circumcised af- 
the custom of Moses" in order to be 
“saved,” 

For their stand there is much to 
be said. The rite had been observed | 
since the days of Abraham, and no! 
luw abrogating it had been voiced. 
Who had authority to declare it un-! 
necessary? What right hud Paul to 
adopt is revolutionary procedure 
and say that “Circumcision is noth- 
ing and uncircumcision is nothing?” 
Paul had the right of a revelation 
from God, a revelation shown, not by 
vision nor by word of prophet, but by | 
results which proved God's will and 
purpose, God had borne the Gentiles 
Witness, giving them the Holy Spirit 
even as He did unto the Jews; and he 
had made no distinction between Jews 
and Gentiles, cleansing their hearts 
by faith. God's will is shown in His 
ways with men as well as through 
His words to men. 

"The Jews of the first century es- 
chew the Gentiles, but we of the 
twentieth century eschew the Jew; 
They were wrong, and so are we.’
